RUGOSA  ROSES  are  particularly  valuable  for  hardi¬ 
ness,  healthiness,  and  ability  to  thrive  under  most 
adverse  conditions  of  soil  and  climate,  withstanding 
almost  anything. 

They  are  distinguished  by  erect,  very  spiny  stems,  and 
by  their  tough,  curiously  wrinkled  or  rugose  foliage. 
Particularly  valuable  for  hedges  or  shrubberies  in  seashore 
gardens  and  regions  where  the  winters  are  very  severe. 
Many  are  everbloomers.

HISTORY,  sentiment,  poets,  and  scribes  are  all  en¬ 
twined  with  these  old  Roses,  and  the  fact  that  we 
moderns  can  have  in  our  gardens  the  Roses  so  loved 
by  the  ancients,  adds  much  to  their  attractiveness.  They 
have  that  sweet  and  powerful  fragrance  associated  with 
Roses,  but  seldom  found  in  our  modern  varieties,  colors 
from  the  softest  to  the  most  vivid,  and  hardiness  and 
disease-resistance  to  withstand  the  coldest  climes  and 
roughest  handling. 

Pruning:  Flowers  are  borne  on  old  wood.  As  the  plants 
age,  thin  out  old  wood  in  the  early  spring,  saving  the  best 
1-year  and  2-year  stems;  shorten  laterals. 

If  they  are  to  be  grown  for  height,  prune  sparingly,  in 
which  case  the  flowers  will  be  less  perfect. 


For  very  fine  flowers,  cut  down  to  to  4  feet  each 
spring. 

These  Roses  are  hardy  and  will  grow  in  ordinary  garden 
soil,  but  will  liberally  repay  good  care  in  fertilizing  and 
pruning. 

IMPORTANT :  The  habit  of  growth  of  certain  varieties 
in  the  different  classes  of  Old-fashioned  Roses,  Scotch 
Roses,  Bengals,  Bourbons  and  Species  Roses  is  slower  and 
therefore  unlike  the  better-known  Everblooming  Hybrid 
Teas  and  general  bush  and  Climbing  varieties.  The  plants 
may  therefore  appear  a  little  smaller  in  size  when  received, 
but  we  ask  your  kind  indulgence  until  further  growth  and 
development  in  your  garden. 


The  French  Rose 

Rosa  gallica

TREE  OR  SHRUB  PEONIES 


A  WELL-ESTABLISHED  Tree  Peony  will  attain  a  height  of  about  3  to 
4  feet.  Their  shrubby  and  woody  growth  does  not  die  down  over  the  winter 
in  sharp  contrast  to  the  herbaceous  kinds.  Their  designation  as  Tree 
Peonies  may  be  confusing  to  the  inexperienced  buyer  so  we  compare  them  in 
growth  habits  to  medium-  or  small-sized  flowering  shrubs.  It  is  not  unusual  to 
hear  of  Tree  Peonies  30  to  40  years  old  producing  hundreds  of  perfect  blooms 
every  season.  At  least  one  or  two  of  these  true  Peony  Aristocrats  should  be  in 
every  garden.  They  are  the  first  Peonies  to  bloom  in  early  spring  but  the 
flowers  are  larger  and  more  showy  than  those  of  the  herbaceous  varieties. 
They  have  a  firm,  crepe-paper-like  texture,  ruffled  and  crimped  on  the  edges 
of  the  petals. 

This  fall  we  offer  dormant  plants  at  least  four  to  five  years  old  and  every 
one  has  already  bloomed  in  the  nursery  row.  They  are  now  about  12  to  18  inches 
high  with  roots  of  almost  equal  length.  We  can  also  supply  specimens  of  certain 
varieties,  where  indicated,  8  to  10  years  old.  All  our  dormant,  nursery-grown 
Tree  Peonies  should  produce  some  fair-sized  blooms  the  first  year  and  in  this 
respect  are  in  no  way  comparable  to  smaller  plants  grown  in  5  or  6-inch  clay 
pots,  which  sometimes  do  not  bloom  for  several  years.

The  illustrations  on  this  page  are  reproduced  from  natural  color 
photographs  to  portray  the  pleasing  assortment  of  colors  found  only 
in  the  Azalea  mollis  species.  They  are  all  very  hardy  and  easy  to  grow 
under  ordinary  garden  treatment.  Their  habit  of  growth  is  neat  and 
compact  to  a  height  of  4  to  5  feet. 

Use  them  in  a  porch  foundation  planting  or  as  a  foreground  with 
larger  shrubs.  Quantities  naturalized  underneath  tall  trees  give  a 
colorful  effect  never  to  be  forgotten.  Although  they  lose  their  foliage 
in  winter,  the  graceful  plants  are  attractive  at  all  seasons.
